CORK, RAW, GRANULATED, SHAVINGS AND 
WASTE BONES 


Notice to Importers No. 134 


The Board of Trade have announced that from 21 July 
the Open General Licence permitting the importation 
without separate licences of cork, raw, granulated, shavings 
and waste from all countries and the Open General Licence 
permitting the importation without separate licences of 
bones from the British Empire, Palestine and Transjordan, 
French Equatorial Africa, French Cameroons, French Pos- 
sessions in India, French Possessions in the Pacific, Belgian 
Congo and Ruand-Urundi have been revoked. 

Separate licences are now required, but this will not apply 
to goods proved to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise to have been dispatched to the United 
Kingdom before 21 July, 1941 and imported into this 
country before 21 September 1941.

CONCENTRATION IN WOOL TEXTILE 
INDUSTRY 


FORMATION OF CENTRAL CONCENTRATION 
ASSOCIATION 


The Wool Textile Delegation has been requested by the 
Board of Trade to prepare a scheme of concentration for the 
wool textile industry and a Central Concentration Com- 
mittee has been formed for this purpose, on which are 
representatives of both federated and non-federated firms. 
This Committee has prepared a scheme of organisation 
and a set of standard obligations which have been circu- 
lated to the industry. An accompanying memorandum 
announces that a Central Concentration Association is to 
be formed, consisting of firms (machinery users or proces- 
sors), who subscribe to the obligations resting on members 
of the Association The administration of the Association 
will be in the hands of the Central Concentration Com- 
mittee The memorandum further states :— 


**The main objects of the Association are: (1) to administer 
the scheme of concentration ; (2) to determine the principles 
under which individual schemes of concentration shall be 
carried out; (3) to recommend the grant of nucleus status in 
suitable cases ; and (4) to establish a Central Fund in order to 
meet or assist to meet financial hardships incurred by firms who 
discontinue production on their own plant. 

**The Board of Inland Revenue has ruled that contributions 
to the Levy Fund will be allowable as deductions in computing 
tax liability, provided that any surplus funds returned to members 
are treated as trading receipts. 

‘“The paramount aim of the scheme is to meet the Govern- 
ment’s requirements in labour and premises with the greatest 
degree of efficiency and the minimum of disturbance. Subject 
to this overriding consideration, there is no intention on the 
part of the Central Concentration Committee to suggest any 
wholesale closing-down of firms. 

‘Tf firms are situated in an area where special demands for 
labour or premises are likely to arise, however, and their machi- 
nery activity is low, they would be well advised to approach 
firms who would be suitable to take over their production in case 
of necessity so that they are not unprepared to meet a sudden 
demand. It should be borne in mind that demands certainly 
for labour and possibly for premises will arise in areas where 
firms are substantially engaged on Government and export 
trade. Such firms, therefore, must not regard themselves as 
immune. 

‘* When individual firms enter into schemes of concentration, 
the object of the Association is to ensure that the interests of 
such firms are protected. It is provided that firms who discon- 
tinue production on their own plant shall have their goods made 
by continuing firms on the basis of net expenditure, and shall be 
assisted to resume production as soon as possible after the 
termination of hostilities; and also that firms who agree to 
take over the work of discontinuing firms shall not, by assuming 
this responsibility, be unduly penalised in comparison with other 
firms who are left undisturbed. The benefits afforded to dis- 
continuing firms will be granted to firms whose production has 
ceased as a direct result of damage by enemy action.

CONCENTRATION IN PAPER BOX AND 
CARTON INDUSTRY 


CLosinc Date ror VoLuntary Scnemes.—It has been 
decided to set a limit to the period within which voluntary 
arrangements for concentration of production in the paper 
box and carton industries can be submitted to the Board 
of Trade, and the closing date has been fixed as 31 July. 
Application for voluntary concentration should be submitted 
to the Board not later than that date. 


CONTROL OF WILLOW RODS (No. 1) 
ORDER 


The Minister of Supply has made an Order (8. R. & O. 
1941, No. 1006, price 1d.), which came into force on 23 July 
1941, fixing maximum prices for home-grown willow rods, 
suitable for use in the manufacture of basket-ware. Under 
the Order the maximum prices of prepared willows are £50 
a ton for white or buff yearlings, willows not more than 
6 ft. long, £40 a ton for similar willows over 6 ft. long ; 
£28 for whites or buffs 2 or more yearling willow rods of 
any length; and £18 a ton for ground willow rods. Maxi- 
mum prices are for delivery free on rail, or at buyers’ 
option, free on transport at sellers’ premises. No extra 
charges may be made for any grading, sorting or packing. 
The Order does not apply to willows known in the trade as 
“ Dickey Meadows.” 


SALES OF UPPER LEATHER 


Direction No. 1 under the Control of Leather (No. 2) 
Order has been revoked (see 8. R. & O. 1941, No. 1005, 
price 1d.), and in consequence, merchants, factors and 
importers of upper leather may not acquire upper leather 
without a licence issued by the Minister of Supply. Licences 
to merchants, factors and importers are being issued by the 
Director of Civilian Leather Supplies on receipt of certified 
statements as to the quantities of upper leather held by 
them on 31 December 1940, to enable them to acquire 
sufficient leather to maintain those stocks. Any merchant, 
factor or importer who held stocks of upper leather on that 
date and who has not already obtained a licence number, 
should make application for a licence to the Director of 
Civilian Leather Supplies at 51, St. Michael’s Road, Bed- 
ford. 

The attention of upper leather producers and merchants 
and other sellers of upper leather is called to Article 1 (2) 
of the Control of Leather (No. 2) Order (see the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 6 March 1941, page 148), whereby it is 
an offence for any person to dispose of any upper leather 
except to a person who is authorised to acquire that leather 
by virtue of a licence granted or a special or general 
Direction issued by the Minister of Supply. It is therefore 
important that any person who sells or otherwise disposes 
of upper leather in the United Kingdom should ascertain 
that the person to whom he sells such leather, or any person 
approaching him with a view to acquiring it, is entitled to 
acquire the leather. 

The only persons entitled to acquire upper leather are 
those to whom licences haye been issued for the period 
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1 July to 30 September. It is advisable, therefore, that 
sellers of upper leather should, for their own protection, 
before disposing of such leather, request the person to whom 
they propose to supply such leather to state the number of 
his licence to acquire and also that the quantity so acquired 
will not exceed, with other purchases already made, the 
total quantity of upper leather covered by his licence. 


WAR DAMAGE REPAIRS 


The War Damage Commission has received from the 
Treasury a direction under the War Damage Act, 1941, 
which has the effect of bringing the procedure of the Com- 
mission into line with the restrictions on the use of building 
materials and labour imposed by Defence Regulation 56A 
in the public interest. 

Under that Regulation, it is illegal to carry out building 
or constructional operations costing more than £100 without 
a licence from the Ministry of Works and Buildings, or the 
authorisation of the appropriate Department named in the 
Order. The War Damage Commission has now been 
directed not to make payments for the present in the 
absence of a licence or authorisation for works requiring 
such a licence or authorisation.

CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS ACT, 1938 
EXHIBITORS’ RETURNS FOR THE YEAR 1939-40 


The Board of Trade announce that the examination of 
the returns for the year ended 30 September 1940, furnished 
by exhibitors under the Cinematograph Films Act, 1938, 
shows that during that period the aggregate length (in- 
cluding repeated performances) of registered films exhibited 
in cinematograph theatres in Great Britain was 45,741 
million feet, as compared with 45,776 million feet in the 
previous year. The total length of British films exhibited 
was 11,020 million feet, or 24-1 per cent. of the whole, as 
compared with 23-2 per cent. for the year ended 30 Sep- 
tember 1939. 

The aggregate length of long films (i.e. films of 3,000 feet 
and over) included in the above figures was 41,743 million 
feet, of which 9,599 million feet, or 22-9 per cent. were 
British, as compared with 22-8 per cent. for the year ended 
30 September 1939. 

Under the Act the minimum proportion of British films 
which exhibitors were required to show during the year 
ended 30 September 1940 was 15 per cent. in respect of 
long films and 124 per cent. in respect of short films.

ADVICE TO SHIPPERS 


NEUTRAL VESSELS AGAINST WHICH DISCRIMINATION IS 
BEING EXERCISED BY THE MINISTRY oF EcoNOMIC 
WARFARE 


(a) SHIPOWNERS ON THE Statutory List 


Shippers, banks and other financial and commercial 
concerns are hereby notified that the following vessels 
belong to owners who are included in the Statutory List, 
and that it is an offence against the Trading with the 
Enemy Act for any shipper to make use of such vessels. 
Shipments by such vessels in addition to being liable to 
seizure render the shippers or those connected with the 
consignment liable to prosecution. 

The Felipe Crespi (Turkey) has been taken out of the 
Statutory List, having been sunk. With regard to the 
three German vessels added to that List last week, H.M. 
Ambassador at Buenos Aires reports that they have in fact

MINISTRY OF FOOD ORDERS 


In continuation of the list given in the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 19 July (page 33), the following Orders made 
by the Ministry of Food have been published as 8. R. & O. 
1941 :— 


No. 956. The Imported Canned Meat (Maximum Prices) 
Order, 1941, dated 3 July 1941, prescribes a Schedule of 
maximum importers’, wholesale and retail prices for several 
varieties of imported canned meat. The varieties specified 
are: corned beef, corned or boiled mutton, ox tongues, 
briskets, lamb’s tongues (12 oz. tins), Australian minced 
meat loaf (12 oz. tins) ; Australian or New Zealand Canned 
Rabbit (2 lb. and 1 Ib. tins), Eire Stewed Steak (16 oz. tins), 
and Eire Ready or Prepared Meals (16 oz. tins). Price 1d. 


No. 961. The Biscuits (Licensing and Control) Order, 
1941, dated 3 July 1941, prohibits the manufacture of 
biscuits by way of trade, except under licence of the 
Minister. This restriction does not apply to the manu- 
facture of a total quantity of 12 tons or less, during the 
12 months from the date on which the Order comes into 
force or during any succeeding 12-month period, by any 
manufacturer whose total production of biscuits in 1940 
did not exceed 12 tons. Price Id. 

No. 964. Order, dated 5 July 1941, amending the 
Rationing Order, 1939, and the Directions dated 6 January 
1940, made thereunder and giving further Directions there- 
under and amending the Tea (Rationing) Order, 1940, the 
Cheese (Rationing) Order, 1941, and the Preserves (Ration- 
ing) Order, 1941. Price 2d.

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THOMAS GRAY MEMORIAL TRUST 


OFFER OF A PRIZE FOR AN INVENTION, 1941 


The Council of the Royal Society of Arts offer the follow- 
ing Prize under the Thomas Gray Memorial Trust, the 
objects of which are “ The advancement of the Science of 
Navigation and the Scientific and Educational interests of 
the British Mercantile Marine ” :— 

A Prize of £50 to any person who may bring to their 
notice an invention, publication, diagram, etc., which in the 
opinion of the Judges is considered to be an advancement 
in the Science or Practice of Navigation, proposed or 
invented by himself in the period 1 January 1936 to 31 
December 1941. Entries which have already been con- 
sidered by the Judges in the years 1936-40 are not eligible 
for further consideration unless they have since been 
materially modified. 

The Council reserve the right of withholding the Prize 
or of awarding a smaller Prize if in the opinion of the Judges 
no suitable invention is submitted, and in the event .of 
more than one such improvement being approved, the 
Council reserve the right of dividing the amount into two 
or more prizes at their discretion. 

The Council do not claim any rights in respect of any 
invention to which a prize may be awarded.

AWARD OF PRIZE OFFERED IN 1940 


In 1940 the Council offered a similar Prize. Twenty-four 
entries were submitted, and the full Prize of £50 was 
awarded to Mr. H. C. Walker, of Cheam, Surrey, for a 
device known as the “ Portable Valve Lifeboat Equip- 
ment,” a self-contained radio auto-transmitter, designed for 
the purpose of saving life at sea. 


RATIONING OF CLOTHING AND 
FOOTWEAR 


MODIFICATIONS IN THE SCHEME 


Traders should note the following modifications which 
have been made in the rationing scheme :— 


Hire 


The provisions of the rationing scheme now cover goods 
supplied on hire or hire-purchase. So as not to interfere un- 
necessarily, however, with legitimate hiring a General Licence 
has been issued authorising a trader to hire out rationed goods 
without coupons for a period not exceeding 14 days. If, in 
any case, the goods are not returned the trader must furnish 
the Board of Trade by the 15th day of the following month 
with the particulars of the goods and the name and address of 
the person who has failed to return them. The customer will have 
contravened the Order if he fails to return the goods within 
14 days ; and the supplier, when supplying the goods must notify 
the customer of this provision. In the case of hire-purchase 
coupons must be surrendered before the goods are delivered 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1016). 


SALE or RETURN 


Goods can be supplied on sale or return or on approval provided 
that the customer specifies with his order the quantity and 
description of the goods he wants to buy and sends with the 
order the appropriate number of coupons. A selection can then 
be sent to the customer from which to make a choice but he 
must return within 14 days any goods in excess of those for which 
he has surrendered coupons. Thus, a woman ordering a skirt 
must send 7 coupons. The trader can then send along a selection 
of skirts from which the customer can make her choice. If she 
does not return the unselected skirts within a fortnight the 
trader must furnish the Board by the 15th day of the following 
month with the particulars of the goods and the name and address 
of the customer. The customer will have contravened the Order 
if she fails to return the excess goods within 14 days; and the 
supplier, when supplying the goods must notify the customer of 
this provision (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1016). 


TRADERS GiFTts OR BARTER 


“Supply” for the purposes of the scheme covers gifts by 
traders whether or not the gift is part of a transaction for his 
supply of other goods. It also covers barter so that a tailor 
cannot exchange a rationed article for other goods without 
demanding coupons (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1011). 
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MANUFACTURERS OF UNRATIONED GOODS 


Manufacturers are not permitted to use rationed goods for the 
production of unrationed goods for their own account except 
under licence from the Board of Trade or to the extent that special 
coupons or vouchers are issued to them by the Board. A General 
Licence (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1014) has, however, been issued 
authorising manufacturers registered under the Limitation of 
Supplies Orders to use rationed goods for the purpose of producing 
unrationed goods, the quantity of goods a manufacturer can 
supply, being restricted to his quota under the Limitation of 
Supplies Orders. Thus, a person registered under the Woven 
Textiles Order using cloth for the production of household 
textiles (e.g., curtains) can use cloth freely for this purpose, but 
must restrict his supplies of the household textiles within his 
Limitation of Supplies quota for this class of goods. Further, a 
person registered under the Woven Textiles Order who uses 
cloth to produce goods not controlled under the order (e.g., 
upholstered furniture) is deemed to supply the cloth to an 
unregistered person when it is so used. He may therefore use 
cloth for this purpose only within the limits of his quota for 
piece-goods. 

It is to be noted that there is no restriction on the use of cloth 
for the production of batteries, cables, tyres and other goods 
specified in the Third Schedule of the Woven Textiles Order. 

Unregistered manufacturers who desire to use any rationed 
goods for making up into unrationed goods such as household 
goods should make an application to the Board of Trade on form 
T.X. which is obtainable from local Chambers of Commerce or 
Chambers of Trade. The completed forms should be sent to the 
Industries and Manufactures Department 2, Board of Trade, 
Granville Court Hotel, Bournemouth. Applications will only be 
considered from persons who made up unrationed goods during 
the twelve months ended 31 March 1940. 

In view of the shortage of raw material the Board are unable 
to issye vouchers to unregistered makers-up of certain classes of 
unrationed goods including tablecloths and napkins, sports 
goods, artificial flowers, cutlery cases, photograph frames, lamp 
shades, embroidery and fancy drapery. The Board will, however, 
consider applications for licences to use existing stocks for the 
production of these goods. The Board will also be prepared to 
issue licences permitting the supply of cloth to makers-up for the 
execution of firm export orders. 

Certain of the heavier furnishing fabrics may now be supplied 
to retail customers without coupons (but on supply to traders 
coupons must be obtained). 

It is an offence for a retailer to make up curtains or other 
unrationed textile goods for sale to customers unless he obtains 
coupons for the cloth used. The only exception to this is where 
the cloth used is of a kind for which coupons are not required. 


SupeLtiges oF CLOTH AND Kwyirtina Woo. TO REGISTERED 
Persons (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1018) 


Manufacturers of corsets (Class 1), gloves (Class 2), hosiery 
(Class 3) and footwear (Class 18) require cloth and in some cases 
hand-knitting yarn to make their products. 

Persons registered in Classes 1, 2 and 18 may be supplied with 
cloth, woven or knitted, or hand-knitting yarn, without coupons 
on their serving a written notice on their suppliers that the 
cloth will be used exclusively for the making of goods of Classes 
1, 2 and 18 for which they are registered. 

Further, persons registered in Class 3 may on serving such a 
notice be supplied with woven cloth to make hosiery including 
infants’ wear. They are, however, exempted from the require- 
ment of serving a notice for knitted cloth and hand-knitting 
yarn and may be supplied freely with these goods as though 
they were registered in respect of them. 

Persons registered under the Woven Textiles Order may be 
supplied with cloth, woven or knitted, or hand-knitting yarn, 
without coupons. 

All manufacturers who obtain any cloth or any knitting yarn 
coupon free by serving the notice referred to, must within 
15 days after the end of each calendar month make a return to 
the Board of Trade, Granville Court, Bournemouth, showing 
the total quantity of cloth or hand-knitting yarn so obtained in 
that month. 


Woot DrFiInepD By ConsuMER Rationine (No. 3) OnpER, 1941 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1011) 


Wool is defined for all purposes under the Order as meaning 
fibre, whether or not subjected to any process of manufacture or 
recovery, from the coat or fleece of sheep, lamb, alpaca, llama, 
vicuna, goat camel, rabbit or yak. 


Supplies TO HospPITaLS AND OTHER ORGANISATIONS 
(S. R. & O. 1941 Nos. 939 and 1011) 


Traders may supply rationed goods without coupons to the 
following organisations in addition to local authorities and the 
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W.V.S. provided a statement or copy of the invoice is*served 
upon the organisation showing the number and description of 
the rationed goods and the appropriate number of coupons. 
The organisation must return the statement or invoice duly 
certified, to the trader, who may use it in place of coupons to 
obtain goods to an equivalent coupon value. 

Auxiliary hospitals and convalescent homes established by 
the War Organisation of the British Red Cross Society and the 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem on behalf either of the War 
Office or of the Ministry of Health. This includes supplies to the 
Central Hospital Supply Service. 

Hospitals belonging to local authorities and such voluntary 
hospitals as are included in the emergency hospitals scheme of 
the Ministry of Health, or the emergency hospitals scheme of 
the Department of Health for Scotland, or the emergency hospi- 
tals scheme of the Ministry of Public Security for Northern 
Treland. 

Members of the National Association of Workshops for the 
Blind, Incorporated. 

Members of the Joint Industrial Advisory Committee of 
Scottish Institutions for the Blind. 

St. Andrews Ambulance Association. 

The Receiver for the Metropolitan Police District. 

The Ulster Gift Fund. 


EXEMPTION OF OFFICERS’ UNIFORMS 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1015) 

The following articles of uniform may be supplied without 
coupons to officers and cadets of the Navy, Army and Air Force 
(including the W.R.N.S., A.T.S. and W.A.A.F.) and of the 
Allied Forces. These goods may also be supplied without 
coupons by one trader to another. 

Tunics, naval jackets and trousers, service dress. 

Tunics, naval jackets and trousers of khaki or white drill. 

Skirts (when sold with tunic). 

Greatcoats. 

Breeches of khaki drill (when sold with tunic). 

Shorts of khaki drill (when sold with tunic). 

When purchasing other goods, officers and cadets must as 
hitherto sign a statement on the back of the traders’ bill that the 
articles mentioned represent their essential personal require- 
ments. The rank and regiment or unit, etc., should be indicated. 

These arrangements also apply to newly commissioned officers 
provided they show the shopkeeper their calling-up papers as 
proof of identity. 


EXEMPTIONS OF OTHER GOODS 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1017) 


The following goods may also be supplied without the surrender 
of coupons : 

Piece-goods of cotton or rayon being fabrics of a kind certified 
by the Ministry of Home Security as suitable for replacement of 
external or internal glass. 

Piece-goods of cotton or rayon not provided with adhesive 
being fabrics of a kind certified by the Ministry of Home Security 
as suitable for application to glass to prevent scattering. 

Abdominal belts specially designed solely for use in the 
following conditions :— 

Hernia ; Sacroiliac Disease ; Spinal abnormality and Enuresis. 

Abdominal belts specially designed for post-operative use for 
the following :— 

(1) Supra pubic drainage belts ; (2) Colotomy belts ; (3) Belts 
for appendicectomy ; and (4) Belts for nephrectomy. 

Surgical elastic stockings, knee caps, anklets and leggings not 
containing silk ; stump socks. 

FENTS 
British STANDARDS INSTITUTION DEFINITION 

The Board of Trade have approved the following B.S.1. 
definition of fents for guidance to traders in connection with 
the Clothes Rationing Orders * :— 

“Fents (or remnants) are lengths of fabrics (usually the 
ends of pieces) which are too short to be sold at full price, and 
which it is customary to sell by weight in the wholesale trade. 
In the retail trade the fent (or remnant) should not exceed 
24 yds. in length for fabrics not exceeding 36 in. in width, or 
1? yds. in length for fabrics exceeding 36 in. in width. Remnants 


should not be sold as fents unless they are sold by weight and 
at least two pieces of fabric are sold together.” 


CLOTHES COUPONS NEEDED AT SALES OF WORK 
On and after 5 August it will not be permissible to sell 


any rationed article of clothing or footwear (including 
secondhand articles at prices above those laid down in the 


* See the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 5 June 1941 (page 365), 
3 July 1941 (page 6) and the foregoing notice. 
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Order*) at bazaars or sales of work without collecting the 
appropriate number of coupons. All coupons collected at 
such functions should be sent, together with a statement of 
the goods sold against them, to the Area Collection Centres 
of the Board of Trade of which the addresses will be 
announced in the Press shortly. 

Special arrangements are being made to permit the 
organisers of bona fide and regular bazaars, etc., to secure 
rationed goods for sale at subsequent bazaars and these 
arrangements will be announced in due course. 


WORKING CLASS CLOTHING 
COUPON-FREE SUPPLIES OF CLOTH 

(1) On 9 July the Board of Trade announced the issue of a 
General Licence enabling hosiery and clothing manufacturers 
and wholesalers to supply until 30 August, children’s clothing 
and the cheaper kinds of adult clothing against coupons, but 
outside the home trade limitation quotas. 

(2) A fairly wide range of goods was included in this concession 
but within this range there is a more limited class for which it is 
desirable still further to stimulate the flow of goods. For this 
class an additional concession of great importance has now been 
provided, namely the supply of goods between registered and 
unregistered traders not only outside the quotas, but also without 
requiring the latter to surrender clothing coupons to the former. 

(3) The cloth, specified below, is of a kind required for making 
working class clothing. While the maker of such clothing 
registered under the Limitation of Supplies Orders{ is entitled 
to obtain supplies of this cloth from the weaver without regard 
to any quota or without surrendering coupons, the weaver in 
supplying the unregistered maker-up, and there are a large 
number of them, is required to observe a quota and to require 
the surrender of coupons. The quota requirement was recently 
modified by the Board of Trade, but the coupon requirement 
still remains and cannot be fulfilled by the maker-up until, on 
a development of the flow of business, coupons come to him in 
sufficient quantities from the retailer. 

(4) To overcome this difficulty the Board of Trade have 
issued a General Licence permitting manufacturers of cloth or 
wholesalers to supply up to 30 September unregistered makers-up 
with the cloth specified below without requiring coupons and 
outside the home trade quotas. For this purpose the maker-up 
is one registered for the purposes of the Purchase-Tax. The 
manufacturer or wholesaler will be required to obtain from the 
maker-up an undertaking that the cloth will be used for making 
men’s and youths’ clothing. 

(5) Manufacturers of cloth are reminded that their prices must 
be in accordance with the agreement between the Wool Textile 
Delegation and the Central Price Regulation Committee. Their 
books and those of makers-up and other traders are open to 
inspection by that Committee and if they are in any doubt 
about the prices they ought to charge they are advised to consult 
the Committee. 

‘, Cloth that may be supplied without coupons to makers-up : 

%& Woollen Cloths of the following kinds not less thna 16 ozs. per 
linear yard (Flannels and Blazer Flannels of minimum weight of 
14 o2zs8.), price not exceeding 6s. 6d. per linear yard. 

Cotton Warp; Tweeds; Derby Tweeds; Colne Valley type 
tweeds; Overcoatings: Flannels, including Cotton Warp 
Flannels ; and Blazer Flannels. 

All-Worsted Cloths not less than 134 ozs. per linear yard, price 
not exceeding 7s. 6d. per linear yard. 

The concession announced on 9 July removing quota restric- 
tions from hosiery and clothing manufacturers and wholesalers 
for the purposes mentioned above has been extended to cover :— 

Men’s and youth’s jackets up to 20s. each (instead of 15s. 6d.) ; 

Men’s and youths’ trousers up to 10s. a pair (instead of 8s.) ; 

Men’s and youths’ all-worsted suits up to 50s. each (as already 
announced the price limit for other men’s and youths’ suits is 
45s.). 

All-worsted cloth up to 7s. 6d. per linear yard. 

The prices given are maximum wholesale selling prices exclud- 
ing Purchase Tax. 


ADDITIONAL CLOTHES FOR MINERS RETURNING 
TO THE INDUSTRY 

Miners returning to the industry may get their first new 
outfit of pit clothing and boots coupon free. For these 
they must obtain a certificate signed by the Mine Manager 
and counter-signed by one of H.M. Inspectors of Mines, 
stating that the clothing is essential to the miner’s work. 
These certificates are in all respects equivalent to coupons.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


DIMENSIONS OF BAYONET LAMP-CAPS, LAMP- 
HOLDERS AND LAMPHOLDER-PLUG FOR VOLT- 
AGES NOT EXCEEDING 250 VOLTS 

The Specification for “The Dimensions of Bayonet 
Lamp-caps, Lampholders and Lampholder-plugs for voltages 
not exceeding 250 volts ” is a revision of B.S.8. No. 52-1936, 
the major change being the introduction of sections dealing 
with B.22-3-slot lampholders and with the small B15 
lampholder made of moulded insulating material. Reference 
to the protective shield has been included and the dimen- 
sions of lampholder-plugs (B.C. adapters) have been given 
in a separate section. 

A few minor modifications have also been made to some 
of the dimensions of lampholders given in B.8.52-1936 with 
the object of bringing the specification more completely in 
line with international agreements arrived at by the Inter- 
national Electrochemical Commission.

FORMULA FOR THE CALCULATION OF 
LIGHTHOUSE BEAMS INTENSITY 
The British Standards Institution has just issued B.S. 
No. 942, British Standard Formule for Calculating the 
Intensities of Lighthouse Beams and Beams for Cognate 
Projection Apparatus. 


This matter had been brought forward for discussion at 
meetings of successive international technical conferences on 
lighthouses and sea marks without any conclusive results being 
obtained, and because of the various formule used hitherto in 
different countries for the computation of these intensities, the 
values published in the Light Lists had little or no real significance 
as they were not truly comparable. It was felt desirable that 
there should be some common basis for calculation from which 
all authorities could work, and if formule founded on sound 
fundamental theory and practical observations could be evolved 
it seemed that most of the extremely controversial factors which 
had so far prevented international agreement would be 
eliminated. As a result of a conference in this country, therefore, 
of those interested in the subject, a Committee was set up by 
the British Standards Institution, under the Illumination 
Industry Committee. 

As a commencement a memorandum was prepared bringing 
together in one document all the available information which had 
hitherto been spread over many papers and treatises, some of 
which are still unpublished. It was agreed in the first instance 
to proceed from the national side and endeavour to obtain 
agreement on a national specification which, however, before 
publication, should. be circulated for comment to all the countries 
represented at the International Lighthouse Conference and also 
to those countries belonging to the International Commission on 
Illumination. 

Owing to the intervention of the war, however, it has not 
been possible to obtain much comment from abroad, but what 
has been received has been entirely favourable. 

The specification sets out the scope which it is intended to 
cover, gives definitions of various terms used throughout the 
specification, and covers: types of beam projection apparatus ; 
light sources; types of light beams; coloration of beams; 
brightness and dimensions of light source; intensity of fixed 
and stationary white beams ; light duration of rhythmic beams ; 
apparent intensity of rhythmic lights; intensity of coloured 
beams; intensity losses through glazing; range of light and 
atmospheric transmission. Two appendices deal with colour 
filters and the method of deducing atmospheric transmission 
from lighthouse observations.

WROUGHT STEELS (“ EN” SERIES) 
The steel industry has just effected a very important and 
far-reaching piece of rationalisation to which effect has been 
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given by the British Standards Institution issuing a new 
schedule of wrought steels (B.S. 970). This schedule covers 
58 steels and supersedes a number of steel specifications in 
the automobile series under the numbers B.S. Nos. 5005, 


5008, 5010 and part of 5006. 


The rationalisation has been essentially the work of a Com- 
mittee known as the T.A.C., under the Chairmanship of Dr. 
W. H. Hatfield, F.R.S., which has been acting as the Advisory 
Committee to the B.S.I. in these matters. It was originally 
appointed by the Ministry of Supply, and has been meeting 
frequently in Sheffield. 

Over 2,000 specifications of Government Departments and 
private users have been analysed, and it is considered that the 
needs, not only of the armament industry, but of industry 
generally, can be adequately met by the 58 new British Standard 
Specifications now published. 

Together with the specification, the B.S.I. is publishing a 
report of the T.A.C. describing the steels and giving very interest- 
ing and useful information about their characteristics. Details 
of heat treatment and of the important problem of the influence 
of mass effect are also provided and will prove extremely valuable 
to designers. 

The British Standard Schedule of wrought steels, which will 
be known as the “ En” series of steels, is published in B.S. 970 
at a cost of 5s. 5d. nett (post free) and is now available. The 
T.A.C. report will be published as B.S. 971, and will be available 
in about two weeks’ time and will be sold at 7s. 6d. nett, 8s. post 
free.

SPECTACLE GOGGLES 
The British Standards Institution announces the publica” 
tion of a new British Standard for ‘ Spectacle Goggles for 
Protection against Flying Particles” (B.S. No. 955-1941). 


This specification was authorised by the Personal Safety 
Equipment Industry Committee, at the request of the Gas 
Industry Committee, after a conference of the principal interests 
concerned had considered the question. 

Kye hazards are generally recognised as the most serious of all 
non-fatal industrial risks. The need for adequate eye protection 
is therefore obvious. 

The goggles specified are those which after exhaustive practical 
tests are considered to be the most satisfactory for the purpose. 
It is realised that the wearing of goggles is resisted by many 
workers owing to the discomfort caused by unsatisfactory types. 
Special attention has therefore been paid to the comfort of the 
various types recommended. It should be remembered, however, 
that adequate protection must be the first consideration.

SOUTH AFRICA 


TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information about trade conditions in the 
Union of South Africa :— 

General trade at most of the Union centres remains good and 
prospects are considered favourable, although the degree of 
activity will depend on the volume of stocks available. Supplies 
of general lines are, at present, fairly satisfactory, but reports 
indicate that imports of non-essentials may be restricted. 
Although there is a general shortage of skilled labour in the 
secondary industries, and clothing, footwear and furniture 
manufacturers report difficulty in obtaining full supplies of 
raw materials, factory activity, on the whole, is being very 
well maintained. A slight improvement is evident in the building 
trade at some centres, but immediate prospects are rather 
uncertain as, in order to conserve man power and material, the 
erection of buildings, or alterations or repairs costing more than 
£2,000, will not be allowed after 31 July except by special 
permit. 

Gotp OvuTruT: RatLway EARNINGS 

The Transvaal gold output in June (25 working days) was 
1,181,255 fine ounces, with a value, including the premium, on 
the basis of £8 8s. per fine ounce, of £9,922,542, as compared with 
1,158,006 fine ounces with a value, on the basis of £8 8s. per 
fine ounce, of £9,727,250 for June 1940 (also 25 working days). 
The average daily output, compared with May 1941, rose by 
2,100 fine ounces to 47,250, but the number of natives employed 
fell from 366,584 to 363,157. 

Railway earnings from 8 June to 5 July were £3,042,214, as 

compared with £2,784,710 for the corresponding period of last 
year. 
A report issued by the Department of Agriculture indicates 
that heavy rains in some Cape areas have caused damage to 
crops and lands. Livestock is generally in good condition, except 
in the Transvaal high veld and Natal. 
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Maize prices are steady as offerings, which are normally 
heavy at this time of the year, and are being regulated as far as 
possible by market requirements. Early reports on the wheat 
crop, on the whole, are not unfavourable. 

Wool markets are seasonally dormant. The mohair market 
is also quiet and prospects are uncertain. 

Dry-salted hides are in steady demand and prices are un- 
changed. Sun-dried offerings are small and the market is 
slightly easier. Long-woolled sheepskins are firm, but quotations 
for other types are weaker. Angoras are rather irregular and 
goat-skins easier, but gloving skins are in demand and prices 
are firmer. 

Wattle bark is in good demand from Eastern markets and, to a 
lesser extent, America. Wattle extract is unchanged. 

Wholesale and retail business in soft goods is satisfactory.

POSTAL SECTION 
WAR DAMAGE TO POSTAL PACKETS 


The Postmaster-General reminds the public that compensation 
cannot be paid for any loss or damage of postal packets which 
may be caused directly or indirectly by the act of the King’s 
enemies. The Post Office is therefore unable to meet any claim 
in respect of the loss of notes or of coin even if they are sent by 
registered letter post, and persons who send remittances by post 
and who wish to cover the risk of loss through enemy action are 
advised to send Post Orders or Money Orders and to preserve 
the counterfoils. Provided that the counterfoils or full par- 
ticulars of the Orders are forthcoming, and that the Orders have 
not been paid, the question of issuing duplicate documents 
would be favourably considered. Persons with banking accounts 
may attain the same object by the use of cheques for remittances.

EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 


SHort-TarM CREDITS 


The Department’s Comprehensive Guarantee, which covers 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, ensures that in the event of his customers’ 
insolvency he will receive 75 per cent. (by special arrangement 
85 per cent.) of the debt guaranteed plus a proportionate share 
of all recoveries from the debtor’s estate. 

For a supplementary premium an exporter can obtain an 
Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee protecting him 
not only against loss or delay due to the operation of exchange 
restrictions abroad, but also against the special risk of transfer 
arising from war conditions abroad. 

In order to meet pre-shipment risks the Department offers, 
either as a supplement to the Comprehensive Guarantee or 
as a separate policy, cover against the risk of loss through 
the inability of the exporter to ship owing to insolvency of 
the buyer or the imposition of import regulations, or war, 
or the like catastrophe. 

All the above risks may be covered by one policy, the 
“ All-in War Emergency” guarantee, which also secures the 
exporter against loss due to deviation or frustration of shipments. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. transaction 
are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Government 
war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within a period 
of six months. 


CREDITS TO PURCHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETC. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries may be asked 
to give medium-term credits of from one to three years to 
purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether Governments, 
municipalities or private traders. Guarantees in respect 
of such contracts, covering solvency in the case of private 
buyers and the risk of default in the case of Governments, 
municipalities and other public bodies, as well as, in some 
instances, pre-shipment and transfer risks, have been a well-used 
facility in the past. The war has placed obvious restrictions 
on this type of business; but while it may not be possible to 
extend facilities in many cases, the Department will gladly 
consider and if possible advise on negotiations in this field.
